Hoverlng
gahout the flanks of both
armies, they ralded first one
side and then ‘the other,
Ahnosing opportunities for se-
suring the most plunder with
the lenst risk to themselves.

The outhor of this nnusunl
Tequest was not the British
commander, but  theh “un-
speakuble” Turk!

Any that sneh o gporting proposition could not be
turned down by a true Britisher,

From the very entrunce of Turkey Into this
world war—a step repulsive to n people already
theartily sick of being drafted Into the ranks—

ward their Turkish foes than it has toward the
‘Teutons. A ¥leanlng of the leading periodicals
wevedls countless Incldents of the Turks' chiv-

the Turks, In both cases the Turks took awny
ol flielr equipment, haversiack, belt, revolver, pa-
pers and fleld glasses, but both men say they
were not harmed In any way. In the ense of one
annn they gave bim water to drink, loosencd his
«ont nnd made him more comfortable, They left
fioth for our people to collget the next morning,
1t Is the Arobs who mnltreat our wounded and
wommit ol sorts of atrocitles.”

Rocent dispatches from thnt far distant front—
A0 brief ns to eseape genernl notice—hnve dis
Slosed the same ottitade between the lines of
the menger officlnl reports, After the fall of
Kut-el-Amarn u:e'rurl:‘lsh commander ghve General
Townslhend back his sword. Later reports ane
wiotnesd the exchnonge of disabled prisonors, sug-
gostidd by the Turks!

Frotn another theater of the war where the
Turks have boen fighting eomes the story of oo
1neldent of the common soldier's uttitude. In a
totter pablished (n the London Tihes of Febroary
S o British oficer wrote from Salonikd :
